on FIRM FOUNDATION 


Babson Says Canada Points Way To United States 


BABSON PARK, Mass., Aug. 10.— 
Business has been rising steadily since 
summer. At present levels, 
activity is 50 per cent above its de- 
pression low and has made a new re- 
covery high this year. The revival in 
the Dominion has shown more sus- 
tained vigor and vitality than that in 
the United States. As in the States, 
however, Canadian activity is now 
slowing up, but any weakness which 
lies ahead should be only a temporary

breathing spell in the fundamental 
upward trend. 
NO TURNING BACK 


FOR CANADA 


The interesting thing about Canada’s 
recovery is the fact that there has 


been no artificial stimulation. De- 
mands have been made to have the 
Dominion imitate the experiments 


tried in the United States, but those 
in control of Canadian affairs have 
made few concessions. Much sound 
judgment and great courage have 
been shown and consequently the 
Dominion’s recovery is built on a firm 
foundation. Canada is not trying to 
borrow her way back to prosperity. | 
She has not set up huge bureaucracies | 
to sap business in the future. Hence, 
I feel that Canada will not have to 
tear down and rebuild. She has! 
definitely turned the depression tide. 

Now, let us look more closely at 
the keystones of Canada's revival. 
Electric power output, in itself a good 
index of business, is 24 per cent above 
a year ago. Automobile production 
for 1934 to date is 116 per cent 
treater than in the same period of 
1933. Industria] activity in general is 
70 per cent above the depression bot- 
tom, while bank debits are 42 per 
cent higher. Car loadings, although 
off slightly from thelr peak, have 
made a 35 per cent advance in the 
same period. Newsprint production 
has recently been declining, but out- 
put for the first half of 1934 was 41 
per cent greater than in the first six 
months of 1933. 


/CANADA BENEFITS FROM 


WORLD CROP DISASTER 

The agricultural situation is the 
high spot of Canada’s business picture 
at present.

» FUR FARMING -

mind. If you have a high piece of 
ground, rolling or rough, and with 
sand or gravel subsoil, you have an 
ideal location. If, in addition, where 
you plan to raise mink, you have some 
source of natural running water for

In addition you should have rea- 
sonable protection from high winds; 
| shrubbery, second growth spruce or 
| poplar or adjacent timber will do quite 
| well, Beware of a few trees left after 
j clearing though, since they are not 
usually strong enough nor-well enough 
rooted to withstand wind and may 
cause considerable damage by falling 
in the wrong place. Foxes seem to 
appreciate a windbreak; they do not 
notice cold or snow, but seem to 
naturally seek shelter from rain or 
wind, 

So far as general climate goes, 
northern Alberta seems particularly 
well adapted to fur farming. Frost is 
perhaps as good a disinfectant as one 
can get; the long winter certainly aids 
in the control of disease and in gen- 
eral sanitation. Moisture, too, is im- 
portant; hot, dry winds such as one 
finds on the open prairie are hardly 
favorabie to good fur. The frequent 
winter thaws in this part of the prov- 
ince require some precautions, since 
water backing up in pens due to sud- 
den thawing of snow or ice can be a 
nuisance. Any outside pens which do 
not have a tight roof should have 
ample slope on the floor to clear 
water which may collect during the 
day. Where a run is led through a 
yard care must be taken to see that 
| the outlet will handle water which 
| may come while the bed of the run 
| is full of ice. 
| Since feed is after all the main daily 
| item on a fur farm, this must be con- 
| sidered when locating a large outfit. 
| But for the average person who keeps 
la small number of mink or foxes 
‘there is generally enough feed avail- 
able in the locality. Fish is particu- 
larly adapted to mink though it must 
be fed but sparingly to foxes. If you 
have a supply of cheap fish near at 
hand your feeding problem for mink 
is solved, for you can easily supply 
the trimmings. With foxes meat is 
necessary. However, almost any dis- 
trict will have a supply of worn-out 
or injured farm animals, not suitable 
for human consumption; slaughter- 
house offal may also be obtained in 
many places. For both mink and 
foxes rabbits and squirrels are very 
satisfactory, though the supply of the 
latter is dependent on the demand for 
their pelts. 

In addition to these every farm has 
available many products which may be 
used to fill out the ration or to re- 
place meat and fish when they are 
not available. Milk, eggs, whole-wheat 
bread or porridge, oat chop, vege- 
tables such as lettuce, spinach, car- 
rots, beets, table scraps, so long as 
they are not highly seasoned, stale 
| bread, and several other such products 
are almost always available and can 
be used to good advantage. This 
side of the feeding of fur animals will 
be dealt with in our next article.
